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Box 3-NOTE: Contd. Proposed amendments to at least claim 1 1 would require 
further consideration and possibly further search. 

Box 1 1 : Contd. Applicants' arguments with respect to the rejection of claim 38 
under 35 USC 1 12, second paragraph are not persuasive. Claim 32 sets forth a plurality 
of panels as with the recitation "a plurality of forms, each said form having a panel". As 
such, it is not clear from the language of claim 38 as to which "panel" "said panel" 
refers. Applicant may wish to amend claim 38 to recite -each said panel- if Applicant 
intends for all panels to be fabricated from a particular material. It has been noted that 
the Office action of December 13, 2006 has erroneously listed claims 1 1-22, 45, and 46 
in the rejection under 35 USC 1 12, second paragraph. 

Applicants' argument against the prior art rejection appears directed to the 
language of claim 1 1 as proposed within the after final amendment. As such, Applicants' 
arguments do not serve to overcome the rejection presented within the final Office 
action of December 13, 2006.
